Knoblock was recaptured in Phila- 
delphia later, the same. year, but was 
pa ed a year later.

Detroit, December 2.— 
Six months ago Henry Ford announc- 
ed the coming production of “a new 
Ford car, superior in design and per- 
formance to any now available in the 
low-priced, light-car field.” Last week 
the new car was shown for the first 
time outside the Ford organization, to 
a group of newspapermen and corre- 
spondents, at the Dearborn Jabora- 
tories of the Ford Motor company. 

What the correspondents saw was 
an automobile as new as the forecasts 


(Special.)—| 


had represented it to he. They saw 
bodies with beauty of line and colo®, 
and with every accessory that has 
come to be associated with cars 
of a much higher price class. They| 
saw performance that would compare | 
favorably with almost any automobile 
of the day—speed. pick-up, flexibility, 
power. What they did not see, how- 
ever, was the six months of prepara-| 
tion back of that car, which in magni- | 
tude and accomplishment is unique in 
world industry. 

When Mr. Ford announced to the 
public that he was to introduce a new 
ear he had not only conceived this 
car, but it aas already well on the 
wav to materialization. In the years 
that the Model IT had been produced 
many inventions, ideas, improvements 
had presented themselves which did} 


not fit into the scheme of the model | 
T. Many of these things were retain- | 
ed, against the day when new ideas! 
of automotive efficiency would pave | 
the way for a new car. The formal, 
announcement, last May, was princi- 
pally significant because it marked the! 
end of production of the model T as a 
complete unit. 
Great Creative Task. 

Cessation of production of the model | 
T. did, however, turn the full force of 
the vast organization of the Ford com- | 
pany to the problem of creating and 
producing a new car, with the excep- | 
tion of that part of the facilities neces- | 
sary for the preduction of model T re- 
placement parts. This meant oppor- 


tunity for the reconstruction of not one.

Henry Ford did not figure in terms of | 
millions. He was building a new! 
car—a car which would be as much | 
of an improvement of its day. as the, 
model T was back in 1908. Engineers’ 


took certain basic principles and built 


around them a new car. When it was 
completed it was very close to thie} 
Mr. Ford had visualized. It 
was then that Mr. Ford gave voice to 
a statement that has been frequently 
quoted since; “I will represent the 
public.” 
New Tooling Process. 

Even his engineers did not sense 
the full significance of this simple 
statement at the time. The plants 
were being re-tooled. Re-tooling an 
automobile plant designed to produce 
thousands of automobiles in a day is 
no simple matter. Giant machines 
weighing many tons and costing thou- 
sands of dollars had to be designed 
and built. Countless thousands of 
smaller tools and precision instru- 
ments had to be manufactured. Orders 
were placed with machinery manufac- 
turers for many of these machines. 
Others: were built in the Ford plants. 
But Mr. Ford was “representing the 
public.” A small change meant the 
reconstruction of great machines which 
required four months to build. But 
if this change meant a slightly great- 
er gasoline mileage, or a trifle more 
of acceleration in traffic the machines 
were rebuilt. And so the story went. 
Mr. Ford stated again and again that 
he was not building a model to meet a 
apecific date or a predetermined price. 
His aim was fixed on an automobile 
that would be as.revolutionary in 1927 
as the Model T was in 1908. 

These are some of the reasons. 1” 
the opinion of members of: the Ford 
organization, why cost figures of the 
transition from the: Model T to the 
Model A mean little. In the final 
analysis, they say, most of this ex- 
pense will be absorbed in preater pro- 
duction and in higher plant efficiency. 
The maximam production in-the days 
of the Model T was 8,400 per day. 
The reconstructed Ford industries 
will have a capacity even greater 
than that. This will not be reached 
for some time, but the capacity is 
there, to be approached as market 
demands indicate, ; 

Mr. Ford has stated that the coal

Many were neither physically nor 
normally ready for placement in foster 
homes, and the society felt the need 
of some “halfway station” where the 
little folks conld be treatéd medically 
and fed properly and where they could 
be given training necessary to make 
them welcome in family homes. 

A receiving home wae purchased in 
Ormewood court, in Atlanta. where, 
in quarters that are too small for the 
needs, 40 to 50 children are maintaln- 
ed, in ages from tiniest infancy .to 
the ‘teens, while by the constructive 
training and helpfulness of the society 
they are made ready for adoption. 
There are 40 children in the receiving 
home now, several whose lives would 
have been lost from illness, malnutri- 
tion or disaster if they had not been 
found in time, Miss Hardcastle said. 
Her narration of their record. was a 
story of great human need. |

The most recent North American 
earthquake which affected the terri 
tory around Calexico, Calif., and 
Mexicali, Mexico, on the internationa 
border, inflicting heavy damage on 
both towns, occurred in one of the 
most unusual regions on the cgnti- 
nent. A bulletin from the Washing- 
ton, D. C., headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic . society describes 
this unique area.

When all is said and done, the 
remedies suggested will rarely fail te 
take care of bromidrosis if intelli- 
gently applied and I think we have 
named them in the order of their po- 
tency.

LLACE MARVIN walked-up 

Pearl street smiling. 
Ever since last fall, when 
Mme. Bradley had first come 
before the public, he had 
longed to hear her play. But 
each time she had given a recital in 
or near Albany some untoward Cir- 
cumstances had kept him away; and 
each time he had devoured the sub- 
sequent encomiums of the local music 
critics with a regret that exceeded 
mere envy. Elizabeth Volnar Brad- 
ley, niece and pupil of the great Jo- 
fae Next year, when, as her 
concert manager had announced, she 
was to transfer her activities to New 
York city and begin makiag longer 
tours, she would become, so to speak, 
national property.

public that she had undertaken to play 
a number without his careful coach- 
ing, his interpretation literally at her 
fingertips.

“The Wrestle of Religion With 
Truth,” by Henry Nelson Wieman, 
Ph.D, Price $2.50. 

This is not a theological treatise. 
Theology deals with beliefs, while re- 
ligion, as distinguished from theology, 
meéans to this pioneer a science of 
adaption to facts. This is a work in 
the philosophy of religion, that, is, a 
careful critical study of the concepts 


‘and their worth which have entered 


into the religious beliefs of the past 


‘yor may one day hope to provide the 
Y structure of a greater faith. Although 


it has a method of its own to present 
which it seeks to vindicate ‘The 
Wrestle of Religion with Truth” is 
fascinating reading throughout. 

Perhaps the most attractive feature 
of this rather original ‘philosophy of 
religion” is the transparent sincerity 
shown by Dr. Wiem4an in his courage- 
ous refusal of any kind of slipshod 
argument that might make his case 
appear more plausible. It makes a 
manly book of “The Wrestle of Re- 
ligion with Truth” and one of fhe 
most stimulating pieces of work done 
by an American scholar in its field. 
His task here, it is true, requires him 
to keep his own beliefs in the back- 
ground and devote himself single- 
heartedly to the clarification of re- 
ligious concepts by his chosen 
method. Nevertheless it is perfectly 
clear that he is a devout follower of 
the Master. 

This book will give great satisfac- 
tion to those who have longed for a 
readily intelligible refutation of the 
two opposite claims that have per- 
verted religion again and again, one 
denying that religion has any need of 
truth, the other asserting that religion 
has all the truth it needs. These two 
mistaken claims have led many into 
the pitfall of thinking that they could 
become and remain religious and yet 
slip out of the heroic research by 
which religion in its patient journey- 
ings over the paths of profound wor- 


ship and experimental living slowly 
finds truth which is more precious to 
human kind thanggny other in all the 
realm of truth. 

Some parts of this volume are not 
easy reading, but the reader who per- 
severes is rewarded. The intellectual 
attitude of Dr. Wieman may be seen 
in his declaration on “The Present 
State of Religious Thought.” “One 
cannot be truly progressive without 
being conservative; and one cannot 
be truly conservative without being 
progressive. One must be both if one 
is to be genuinely either. 

To be conservative is to conserve 
the good which the past has achieved. 
To be progressive is to add to that 
good. To be progressive one must 
Carry on some uncompleted work. 
The quack conservative is the man 
who thinks he can be conservative 
without being progressive. He is 
false to the fathers in that he does not 
conserve the spirit of progress. The 
quack progressive is the man who 
thinks he: can be progressive without 
being conservative.

“Secrets of Effective Living” dis- 
cusses some practical problems of 
everyday life, like fear, disappoint- 
ment and self-distrust, and suggests 
immediate and concrete ways which 
ordinary people can use to advantage 
in coping with them. The _ illustra- 
tios are drawn from actual instances 
in the author’s experience as minister 
in a large city parish and as preacher 
to a radio congregation covering all 
New England. This volume takes the 
religious convictions advanced in the 
author’s earlier volume, “‘A Faith for 
the New Generation” and applies 
them to the actual problems of daily 
living. It may be regarded as a de- 
scription of modern liberalism as a 
working faith. ‘Secrets of Effective 
Living’ will be specially helpful to

those who are concerned over_prac- 
tical difficulties rather than over prob- 
lems of theology. It will also supply 
a pertinent answer to those who are 
asking what message the liberal 
preachers of today have for men and 
women who are seeking victory-in the 
struggles of daily life. 

Those who have read Dr. Gilkey’s 
former volume, “A Faith for the New 
Generation,” will not have to be per- 
suaded to secure this second: volume. 

Among the chapter topics are 
“learning to Live Without Worry,”

If | have recommended any book 
which was disappointing to readers I 
am truly penitent, since they might 
not be influenced by my estimate of 
this volume.

that I was entitled to make 
three appearances. If I did 
not give satisfaction on these 
occasions the contract would not be 
ratified. 1 forthwith ordered visiting 
cards with the imprint “Artist of the 
Imperial. Theaters,” .a designation 
which much flattered my self-esteem, 
and of which I was very proud. 

My first appearance. was_ in 
“Faust.”’ I already had ideas of my 
own about Mephistopheles but those 
in authority ordered me to wear the 
costume of tradition; and my make- 
up, which I had carried out according 
to my own ideas and which differed

y from that established by custom, ex- 


cited laughter and misunderstanding. 
This attitude embarrassed me and 
cooled my enthusiasm with the result 
that | don’t think I sang Mephisto- 
pheles very well on that occasion. 
Afterwards I was told to sing Zu- 
niga in “Carmen.” I emphasized the 
comedy of the character, and produc- 
ed a better impression by my per- 
formance. 
_. The stage manager asked me if | 
did not know the role of Russlan, and 
told me that the administration would 
take particular note of the way in 
which I performed it. At that time 
I had already acquired something of 
the self-confidence, bordering on 
audacity, which appears to be a char- 
acteristic of all young artists. I had 
already experienced a_ considerable 
degree of success at the Panaevsky 
theater and at charitable concerts, 
and had grown accustomed to receiv- 
ing bouquets from feminine admirers. 
Knowing how quickly I could learn 
a part, I told the “regisseur”’ that in 
three weeks I could learn not one, but 
two operatic roles like ‘‘Russlan,”’ if 


required. 
“Very well, learn it,’’ he requested 


me. | 

| forthwith found an accompanist 
and léarned the role, as I though, 
after three weeks of hasty study. The 


day of the performance arrived. 
Napravnik was conducting the orches- 
tra. I put on the costume of a Rus- 
sian warrior of early times, padding 
myself out to increase my girth, stuck 
on a red beard, and went on to the 
stage. a.” 

From the very first liote I felt that 
I was singing badly. When the con- 
sciousness of this came to me fully, I 
lost my head, and although I indus- 
triously flourished my arms and made 
strange grimaces, that did not help me 
out. 

Next day there were notices in the 
newspapers saying that a young artist 
by the name of Chaliapine had sung 
“Russian” very batily. Many other 
bitter truths were written about me. 
Thank goodness, that humiliation oc- 
curred at the very beginning of my 
career as a Singer! It did me good by 
sobering me and compeHing. me to 
think seriously about myself and the 
profession I was engaged in. It strip- 
ped from me the impudence and ex- 
cessive self-confidence with which I 
was infected. 

A fresh rehearsal was appointed, 
and I was given the role of Russlan 
to sing once more. I sang’ rather 
better. 

The three appearances were over. 
I was retained on the payroll of the 
theater, and. various roles were en- 
trusted to me.

tated a clean white shirt on almost 
every occasion. I was receiving 200 
roubles a month, but while engaged at 
the Panaevsky theater, I had signed 
every document that was put before 
me, and would even have signed my 
own death warrant without looking at 
it. Now I found myself pursued by 
various persons for, recovery of all the 
debts, incurred by the artists who co- 
operated in the Panaevsky partner- 
shi 

Thus, as soon as | joined the Im- 
perial theater, summonses, warrants 
of execution, and other strictly legal 
documents simply poured into the 
box-office, addressed to me. It was 
sought to recover from me sums of 
600 roubles, 716 roubles, 1,000 rou- 
bles, and finally even 5,000 roubles. 
As I did not go near the courts, be- 
ing afraid of judicial institutions, the 
courts gave.judgment in my absence, 
and always against me. 

The management of the theater 
was obliged to deduct one-half of ey 
salary to pay off these debts, and | 


received only 100 roubles a month.. 


It was very hard to live on the money. 
Probably I should have continued for 
at least sixteen years paying off these 
debts, 6f which I knew nothing at all, 
if the well-known Petrograd lawyer, 
Mr. M. F. Wolkenstein, had not taken 
up the cudgels on my behalf. | gave 
him my power of attorney, and he 
won all my suits and thus freed me 
from the necessity of working for 
other people’s benefit. 

My situation at the theater went 

from bad to worse. If a member of the 
council of the theater proposed to en- 
trust a role to me, a majority of votes 
rejected the proposal. To some ex- 
tent | had merited that attitude by 
singing ‘‘Russlan’” so badly. Stifl, it 
seems to me to be unjust. If I acted 
badly, then I ought to be taught to 
act better! But they taught me bad- 
ly, too. 
, At the beginning of the next sea- 
son I was given the role of Prince 
Viadimir in Serov’s opera ‘“Rog- 
nieda,’’ and at rehearsals they were 
constantly telling me how Melnikoff 
had played the part. People showed 
me how Melnikoff walked when on 
the stage, and how he used his hands 
and arms, but evidently Melnikoff was 
not at all like me. 

I felt that the personality which I 
attributed to Prince Vladimir could 
not be exhibited with the gestures and 
movements which the regisseur re- 
quired of me. I had a number of un- 
pleasant passages with Napravnik 
with regard to the music. I under- 
stood later on, however, that Naprav- 
nik was right. 

Some three weeks after the com- 
mencement of the season, Tornaghi, 
a dancer of whom I had become quite 
fond during the summer in Moscow, 
arrived and did her best to per- 
suade me to go to Moscow to 
join Mamontoff’s company there. 
With many regrets I refused, but I 
soon fell a prey to such melancholy 
that I changed my mind and followed 
her back to Moscow.

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Thus I found myself once more a 
member of Mamontoff’s company. 
The first performance of ‘‘A Life for 
the Tsar’ gave>me much uneasiness, 
as I feared that | might fail to justify 
the confidence reposed in me by my 
colleagues, and the hopes of the en- 
trepreneur. 

Next day, however, the theatrical 
critic S. Kruglikoff, who enjoyed 
great repute at that time, wrote in his 
account of the performance: 

“A very interesting artist has ap- 
peared at the Solodovnikoff theater. 
His performance of the role of Susa- 
nin was very new and original. The 
artist received much applause from an 
audience which, unfortunately, was 
not very numerous.” 

The comment had its effect. The 
audience was larger at every succes- 
sive performance of “A Life for the 
+o 

I had to sing Mephistopheles in 
“‘Faust.’”’. | told Mamontoff that I 
was not satisfied with the role of 
Mephistopheles as I had hitherto play- 
ed it, and that I imagined the role 
quite differently with a very different 
costume and make-up. I wished to 
depart from the theatrical tradition 
which prevailed. 

“Please,’’ said Mamontoff. ‘‘What, 
exactly, do you want to do?” 

I explained my ideas to him. ‘On 
the day of the performance I went 
early to the theater, spent a long time 
in making up, and in the end, felt that 
I had realized the effect I wanted. 

When I! went on to the stage | felt 
myself quite another. man, and was 
conscious of greater freedom in my 
and the possibility of 
greater force and beauty in my acting. 

It seemed I was a _ success. The 
critic Kruglikoff wrote the next day: 

“Yesterday’s Mephistopheles, as 
played by Chaliapine, was perhaps 
not perfect, but it was at all events 
so interesting that henceforward I 
shall not fail to be present at any per- 
formance in which this artist takes 
part.” 

The tone of the criticism was seri- 
ous, and in no way resembled the 
usual comments on theatrical per- 
formances. 

Mamontoff told me: 

_ “Fedenka, you may do whatever 
you wish in this theater! If you want 


costumes, say so, and you shall have 
them. If you wish a new opera to be 
staged, we will do it!” 

Everything conspired to put me in 


-holiday mood, and for the first time 


in my career I felt that I was free, 
strofg, and able to overcome all dif- 
ficulties.

In the spring of 1897 I realized a 
dream | had long cherished, I went 
abroad. 

At Warsaw, at once I noticed the 
sharp contrast with all that I had 
known in Russia. 

At length I was in Paris! The 
bustle of the crowded terminal and its 
busy approaches fairly took my breath 
away. 

After a month spent in Paris, | went 
to Dieppe, where my friends were

teacher. There was not a room to 
place at my. disposal. ‘A good bed 
was set up for me in the attic, and al- 
together | was made very comfort- 
able. The summer weather insured 
me against feeling cold. | 

My parting with the world 
“abroad” after some weeks of Study, 
was even kindlier than my reception. 

It was during the summer of 1898, 
while I was staying at Mme. Lubato- 
vitch’s summer villa, I married the 
ballerina Fornaghi at the little vil- 
lage church. After the wedding we 
held a ridiculous sort of banquet, sit- 
ting Turkish fashion on the floor on 
carpets and cushions, and frolicking 
like a lot of little children. There was 
nothing of all that is considered in- 
dispensable at weddings, no richly 
adorned table with a~ multitude of 
dainties, no eloquent toasts, only sim- 
plicity, a great quantity of field flow- 
ers, and a good deal of wine. 

At six o’clock next morinng there 
was a fiendish uproar outside my 
window, caused by Mamontoff and a 
crowd of my friends playing on stove- 
lids and other ironware, tin buckets 
and ear-piercing whistles. 

“Why are you dozing still?” shout- 
ed Mamontoff. “People don’t come 
to the country to sleep. Get up, we 
are going to the woods for mysh- 
rooms.”’ 

And the concert re-commenced 
with howls, whistlings and deafening 
din. Rachmaninoff acted as con- 
ductor of this witches’ festival. 

The season began with rehearsals 
of “Boris Godounoff.” I saw at once 
that my companions had an incorrect 
idea of their roles. The training ap- 
propriate to the school of opera 
which existed then and still exists to- 
day did not serve to meet the. de- 
mands-of works such as Moussorg- 
sky’s opera. 

In the new products of opera like 
the Works of Rimsky-Korsakov and 
specially Moussorgsky the old school 
of singing appeared—if I may use the 
expression—very shabbily dressed for 
the reason that the Russian operas 
prevented special problems to singers. 
The vocalizes and high C’s that issued 
freely from tenor’s throats were of 
very little importance in connection 
with these operas, the beauty of both 
text and music was so impressive that 
high C’s and such traditional arias as 
“Di quella pira’” seemed poverty 
stricken. 

The day of the public performance 
arrived. After the success of ‘‘The 
Maid of Pskoff’’ I had become an ex- 
tremely popular artist in Moscow. The - 
public seemed more than willing to 
attend perormances in which I was to 
take part. 

“Boris” met at first with a cold 
and languid reception. I was some- 
what alarmed; but the hallucination 
scene produced a very strong impres- 
sion and the opera ended in triumph. 

It seemed strange to me that “Boris 
Godounoff” had not. produced such> 
an impression at previous perform- 
ances; for the opera is written in a 
very powerful and beautiful style, 
worthy even of Shakespeare. At suc- 
ceeding performances the public was 
more sensitive to the music, and 
yielded to its beauties from the very 


first act.

The light from even the brightest 
of stars is very dim compared to that 
of the glaring sun; and such a faint 
light is as totally obliterated by sun- 
light as is the noise of a falling pin 
by a. loud crash of thunder. 

You can test this by an experiment. 
Place a small lighted candle some- 
what to the rear and side of your 
table lamp. You will see its light 
quite easily, of course, as long as the 
electric light is not burning. Now 
turn on the light of the table lamp 
and you will note that the beams 
from the small candle are invisible.

A brightly colored feather or plume 
pen is a worthwhile Ornament and a

or study table, and it is a good sug- 
gestion for a holiday gift. 


If you can 
find an old plume from some ancient 
hat, use it in making the pen. 

large turkey or chicken feather, tinted 
some ‘pleasant color, will do almost 
as well, since the end of the quill is 


itself not used but a metal pen point 


If you use a chicken 
select a white one so that 
it will tint well with dye. 


Trim the feather and then clean 
it with a moist chamois skin or cloth. 
Allow it to dry, after serubbing the 
quill, and then dip in dye. Pale pink, 
red, pale blue or green are all good 
tints, and are especially beautiful on 
rich plumes. Dry the feather or pen, 
and then fit a wooden plug, one inch 
long. in the end of the quill. Clip 
the base of the quill off squarely and 
clean it out. Whittle out a plug from

is fitted in place. 


soft pine, and slip it into the base of 
the quill, fastening a good quality 
metal pen point in place between the 
plug and wall of the quill, just as in 
a penholder. 

Now dress down the other end te 
resemble a pen point, using a sharp 
knife. Make a split up to a small 
pin hole drilled through the wall, to 
form the pen nibs. e cork is pro- 
vided with a shallow groove along one 
side and’ then pushed firmly up inte 
the opening. 

It will be well to coat the inside 
of the stem with wax or varnish to 
prevent the ink from possibly work- 


ing to the outside. To use the pen, 
pour some ink in-the pill bottle and 
press this firmly into the wax-covered 
end. ‘This makes a tight fit and the 
ink will not spill. Such a pen is ideal 
for practice drawing or writing, and 
with the coarse nibs, will effectively 
imitate brush work for drawing.
